SUMMARY

Approval of an Interlocal Agreement- Washoe County Sheriff RAVEN Helicopter
Program and the Truckee Meadows Fire Pro(ection Dishict [$65,000] for the provision,
when requested of a helicopter or other aircraft and personnel.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, Secwe and Healthy
Communities.

PREVIOUS ACTION

June 28, 2016 - The Board Approved the Interlocal Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training,
Monitoring and Suppression Personnel and Equipment between the County of Washoe on
behalf ofthe Washoe County SherifPs Office and Truckee Meadows Fire Protection
Dishict for the provision, when requested of a helicopter or other aircraft and personnel.

BACKGROTIND

In2007, the need for an airborne firefighting asset dedicated to the protection of Washoe
County citizens and prope{y was identified. Because the WCSO already owned an
afucraft, the HH-1H "Huey'' which was capable of fulfilling this mission, the Washoe
County Board of County Commissioners and Board of Fire Commissioners appropriated
the needed flrnds to purchase a belly mounted tank. The intent and desired outcome of
thatpurchase was the development of aprogram inwhichthe Huey could be employed as

an initial attack asset on wildland fres within Washoe County and TMFPD. Since that
time, RAVEN has partictpated in combating over 40 wildland fires. It has supported
firefighting efforts for local as well as federal agencies, ensuring the safety, well-being
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and quality of life for all resident of the Diskict. The acceptance ofthis Agreement
continues this partnership with our local fire disticts ensuring they have a dedicated
initial attach asset available to them for fire season.

T.ISCAL IMPACT

Actual fiscal impact is to be determined and may vary based upon fire call outs during
FY 17118, recommended budget is planned under RAVEN cost center 150720.

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Washoe County Board of County Commissioners approve the
Interlocal Agreement - Washoe County Sheriff RAVEN Helicopter Program and the
Truckee Meadows Fire Protection Dishict in the amount of [$65,000] for the provision,
when requested, of a helicopter or other aircraft and personnel from the date of execution
by all parties to June 30, 2018.

POSSIBLE MOTION

Should the Board agree with stafPs recommendation, a possible motion would be: Move
to approve the Interlocal Agreement - Washoe County Sheriff RAVEN Helicopter
Program and the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection Distuict in the amount of [$65,000]
for the provision, when requested, of a helicopter or other aircraft and personnel from the
date of execution by atl parties to June 30, 2018.



INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT
\T/ASHOE COUNTY SHERIFF RAYEN HELICOPTER PROGRAM

AND THE

THIS INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT, hereinaftet referted to as "Agteernent", is made
and enteted by and between the County of Washoe, a poJiticai subdivision of the State of Nevada,
on behalf of the Washoe County Shedffs Office, 9TTPttBoulevatd, Reno, NV 89512, hereinaftet
the 'cWCSO", the Truckee Meadows Fite Protection District, 1001 E. 9ft St., Reno, NV 89520,
hereinafter *TMFPD"

WHEREAS, each of the parties ate pubJic agencies and political subdivisions of the State of
Nevada; and

WHEREAS, NRS 277.1'80(1) ptovides rhatany one ormore public agencies rnay conftact
with any ofle or more othet pubJic agencies to petform any goveirnmental serrice, activity or
undertakingwhich any of the contracting agencies is authodzed by law to petform; and

WHEREAS, the WCSO owns and operates an HH1-H heJicopter on which a water tank
fot fite suppression can be affixed, as well as two OH-58 helicoptets which atcraft are suitable for
use fot aerial observation pulposes; and

WHEREAS, the Fite Disttict is tesponsible for wildland fire monitoring and suppression
within their areas of unincolporated'VTashoe County; and

WHEREAS, aenalfite monitodng and suppression instituted by the Fire District can be
done more cost-effectively using the aerial resources of the !fCSO; and

WHEREAS, the TMFPD desite that the \7CSO tespond for the puq)oses of aenal
wildland fire monitoring and suppression fot the Fite District's, which response shall include such
mutual tmining exetcises as the parties to this Agteement shall agtee are flecessary to provide the
level of service and margin of safety appropriate fot such pulposes; and

WHEREAS, the Ffue Disttict's tespective lands all pose fire dangets at times and, thetefore,
the Fire District agtees to patticipate in portions of the administration and costs of the duties and
obligations to the \flCSO as set fotth in this Agteemen!

NOW, THEREFORE, based on the foregoingptemises and the following covenaflts,
terms and conditions, the paties heteto do heteby agree as follows:

L. TERM: This Agteement shall coffrmence upofl acceptance by all patties and shall terminate
onJune 30,201,8.

2. TERMINATION: Any p^tty frLay terrninate this Agteementwithout cause, solely as to its
duty and obligation heteunder, upon 90 days written notice to all other patties. Any pSty may
tetminate this Agteement fot cause, so1ely as to its duty and obligation hereundet, after 30 days
wdtten notice to the defaulting p^ty (es) only if the defaulting paty (ies) fails to cure the default
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udthin those 30 days. The notice shall speci$, the cause alleged as the basis for said termination. In
the event any patty terrninates this Agteement for cause, the Agteernent shall remain in force and
effect with other paties who have not taken action to terminate.

3. AGREEMENT AS TO PERSONNEL AND EOUIPMENT
AND OPERATING PROTOCOLS AND PROCEDURES:

A. Airnaft and Equipment:

1. The \7cso shall provide, when requested, to TMFPD a helicopter, and possibly
other atcraft, if made available by \)7CSO, (hereinafter collectively referred to as

"helicopter') for the use of TMFPD for monitodng and fire suppression pulposes
during fire season. For pulposes, of this Agteemen! "fire seasor" shall be defined as

commencing as of April 1 and ending as of October 31 dudng the appJicable calendar
yeat. Except as specifically otherwise ptovided in this Agteemeng the duties and
obligations of TMFPD and WCSO in tegatd to said Aitcraft and Equipment only apply
dudng the fite seasor as so defined. WCSO as owfler of helicopter and shall maintain
the helicoptet to standatds appJicable to the allowed useb established by this Agteemenq
including standatds tefetenced herein, and assure its availability to TMFPD during the
Ffue Season.

2. The helicopter provided shall be configuted as follows:
a. A Type 2 helicopter, which utcraftshall be configued to meet ICS 420-1

mhimum standatds fot a Type 2 heJicopter, includingbut fl.ot limited to:
. 10 seats, including pilot;
o 2,500 pound card weight capaaty; and
. 300 gallons of water ctpacity.

b. Inc[ude a fixed water tank capable of two (2) &ops pet sottie and equipped
with a self-filling snorkel device.

3. The heJicoptet and any othet arcr.aftprovided pwsuant to this Agteement shall be
equipped, maintained and opetated undet all applicable Fedetal Aviation Agency €AA)
regulations.

4. The heJicopter provided pusuant to this Agteement shall be operated, maintained
and secuted viithin the guidelines of the Federal Excess Personal Ptopetty (FEPP)
Ptogtam and its sponsots, the United States Forest Service, hereinafter refeued to as the
*USFS" and the Buteau of Land Management, heteinafter referred to as the 'BLM."

5. The WCSO shall provide pilots for any helicoptet and all other arctaft provided

Putsuant to the terms of this Agteement and shall be responsible to assure that such
pilots have proper training and adequate supervision to accomplish the allowed uses
established by this Agreement.
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6. All pilots ptovided by the \7CSO shall have cuffent commercial licenses. For
fitefighting rnissions that involve fedetal iands, the pilots shall also have curent permits
and approvals (carding) from USFS and BLM for fuefighting rnissions.

7 . The WCSO shall noti!, TMFPD of the schedule for inspections of any of the
helicoptet, including othet afuuaft made available, as provided by the !fCSO to TMFPD
dudng the term of this Agteement and allow TMFPD teptesentative to attend the catd
teview ptocedues. This inspection is fot informational puq)oses and does not impose
any fotm of duty or Jiability on TMFPD to ascettain fitness for pulpose or to confiffi
adequate maintenance has been perfotmed.

8. The WCSO shall also supply necessaty supporting equipment fot the heJicoptet,
including but not limited to, afl approved fuel-serrricingvehicle suff,cient to sustain eight
(8) houts of helicoptet flight under firefighting conditions. The fuel-servicing vehicie
shall be inspected by TMFPD and !fCSO shall comply vrith all fire, vehicle and othet
applicable codes related thereto. This inspection is for informational pu4loses and does
not impose any form of duty or liability on TMHPD to ascertain fitness for pulpose or
to confltm adequate maintenance has been pedormed.

9. Any helicoptet supplied pursuant to this Agreement shall be operated in accotdance
vdth the "Interagency Helicopter Operations Guide" (IHOG).

10. \Iirhen TMEPD requests the use of a Helicopter it shall provide a helicoptetm^nage\
eithet a Qualifled TMFPD employee ot through a cooperalive agteement with another
ageflcy, anyrime a heJicopter is tequested from the WCSO under the terms of this
Agteement. If TMFPD is unable to provide a helicoptet tnain ger, the WCSO shall
ptovide one. The cost fot the helicoptet Managet, if ptovided by !flCSO, shall be bome
by TMFPD.

B. Operations

1,. TMFPD shall appoint a designated helicopter. rn nager. for. all. opetations fot which a
helicoptet is requested pursuaflt to this Agteernent. If no TMFPD helicopter managet is
available for tesponse, the WCSO shali ptovide the helicoptet ff:anageL The heJicoptet
rnanager shall be tesponsible fot the administrative and tactical firnctions of the atcraft.
Although TMFPD may select a helicopter rn naget based on its own selection crJ:teri.la,

the TMFPD will consult with the WCSO tegarding the Selection.

2. The helicopters subject to this Agteement will be based at the Reno-Stead Ailport.
TMFPD maR atits, option designate alternate bases for tempotary opetation. TMFPD
sha1l be responsible for.the cost of flight time to and ftom the alternate base so

designated.

3. TMFPD may have intetagency and coopetative-agteements with other local, state
and fedetal agencies andmay dispatch the helicopter to supply automatic and mutual aid
putsuant to contracts with those agencies. The WCSO consents to the use by TMEPD of
the !7CSO personnel and equipment designated in this Agreement putsuant to those
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agteernents fot wildland fite monitodng and suppression activities uiithin the County of
Washoe. Opetations fot such puq)oses outside of Y/ashoe County may not be undertaken
without the pdor approval by the WCSO Chief Deputy of Operations - or a higher
membet of the \flCSO Command Staff - which approval or denial shall be at the sole
discetion of the S7CSO. In any event such opemtions shall not exceed tiventy (20)
nautical miles beyond the \Tashoe County boundary lines.

4. In the event that a WCSO helicoptet is not available for a response to a TMFPD
request for a fue monitodng or supptession mission due to being urilizgd by a another
agency fot fite rnonitoring or suppression, it will be the responsibiJity of the TMEPD and
the Incident Commandet of the ffue in which the helicoptet is already working to
determine which fire should receive priority for att support.

5. Futthet opetational and related details concetning the parties'performance under
this Agteement in tegatd to said Airctaft arid Equipment are set foth in the patties'
Aviation Fire Supptession Ptogtam Opetational Plan 2010 ('Opetating Plan') executed
contempotaneously hetewith. The terms and conditions of this Agteement shall govern
and tesolve any conflicts between the Operating Pl"n and this Agreement.

C. Aaailabiliry Asfolkwt:

1,. Dudng the Fire Season and dudng the duration of this Agreement the helicopter
shall be available:

Immediate Response: The helicoptet shall be available for immediate
tesponse dudng designated "Red Flag" days. "Red FIag" days shall be
defined as those days that the National lX/eathet Serice has issued a "Red
Flag" warningfor arly area under the TMFPD responsibiJity. Fot the
pu{poses of this Agteement, the phrase "immediate respoflse" shall mean the
helicopter is in flight witldn fifteen (5) minutes of receipt of the contact by
the !7CSO ftom the TMFPD requesting such equipment's dispatch.

a.

b. Standby Time: The helicopter will be available fout (4) days per week, ten
(i0) hours per day. The duty hours will be cootdinated with TMFPD to
maximize covetage fot the critical burn hours. Sunset will be taken into
considetation fot operational hous as the WCSO vdll not be qualified to
fight fires at night dwing the pedod of this Agteement. The "designated
days" of the weekwill be at the discretion of'the S7CSO. The response time
shall be no more fi121thit1y (30) minutes ftom notification of the WCSO by
the TMFPD tequesting such dispatch. For "Red Flag" days that fall outside
of a designated fout (4) day work week, the WCSO shall staff the helicopter
fot immediate response if requested and for an additional cost as heteinafter
set foth.

c. The heJicopter may be made avajlable each day for tecall fot hous that fa1I

outside of the ITCSO's designated work week houts. This recall status wili be
available for. an additionai cost. For the puqposes of this Agteemeng "recall"
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shall mean the pilot is being recalled from an off-duty status and will respond
to the hanger. The helicopter will be staffed and in flight within one (1) hour
of notifi.cation of the designated tecall pilot.

d. Tirne Schedules: TMFPD and the !7CSO, in cooperation with the othet
involved fite depatments and distticts will meet and mutually agtee on duty
houts prior to the start of the fite season.

2. The \fCSO shall provide immediate notification to TMEPD Chief of Opetations of
any inabiJity of the WCSO to provide the designated petsonnel and equipment putsuant
to the terms and conditions of this Agteement.

3. The !fCSO shall provide all necessarT support fot continuous, unintemrpted
opetation of the helicoptet whenever tequited pu$uant to the tems of this Agteement.
This suppott shall include, but not be limited to, a staffed fuel truck and othet services as

requfued.

4. The WCSO may, atits sole disctedon, when so requested by TMFPD, make an

additional heJicoptet (OH-58) available to TMEPD for. aenal observation. Such

additional akcrzftis subject to the immediate direction of the \fCSO. TMFPD rnay, 
^t

their disctelion, request such additional arcraft on a call-when-needed basis vrhen
TMFPD' incident cornmanders request additional ftefighting resoruces. TMFPD shall
reimbutse the WCSO for such call-when-needed atcrafttn accotdance with the terms of
this Agteement. A qualifi.ed helicoptet rnaflaget.vrili be assigned to call-when-needed
atcraftwhen avatlable,but shall not delay a tespoflse.

5. \nIhen TMFPD request's the avaiiabiJity of an obseration helicoptet and it is made

available by the WCSO, TMFPD acknowledges that such OH-58 helicoptets operated
by the \7CSO are not and will not be "cardet' by the USFS ot the BLM and therefore
its costs do not qualify for reimbutsement by FEMA.

6. Except as provided in Section 3 of this Agteemeng in'the event that othet agenctes

request the use of the WCSO'S ttcrzfE the use of those arcraft shall be governed by the
terms of use established by the WCSO with those agencies.

D. Training

t. All pilots assigned to arcraftunder this Agteement shall be ttained in the policies,
ftequency plans and speciai safety issues of TMFPD and Fedetal fitefighting aviation
assets. This knowledge may, in the altemadve, be gained by attending NDF/USFS/BLM
Aviation safety meetinp, pre-season inter-agency opetations meetings and othet such

opportunities. TMEPD shall make such oppottunides waiTable to the STCSO's pilots at
no charge, cost ot fees for such attendance and patticipation.

2. WCSO shall train the helicopter. rn rl^ger in the duties and tesponsibilities of the
crew chief at no additional charge, cost or fee for such ttaining othet than assessment of
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the chatges and fees designated for use of the WCSO perconnel and equipment for such
training and operational usage by TMFPD of such personnel and equipment.

3. The WCSO'S Aviation Unit rnanager or his designee and all pilots (based upon
availabiliry) assigned to atqaftunder this Agteement shail attend a TMFPD approved
pte-seasofl wotkshop.

+. The \7CSO shall make its helicopters teasonably avaTlable, at the agteed houdy flight
tate, for fitefighting cootdination ftaining of flying crev/s and heJicopter managers.

E. Communications:

1. A morning leport shall be transmitted to the on-duty Battalion Chiefs for TMFPD,
and Minden Dispatch centets within 30 minutes of commencement of daily operations.

2. This repott shali include:

. Status of RAVEN 3 (I{H-1H, H".y)
o Response postffe, immediate or stand-by
o Pilot flafire
. Special status changes; i.e., location if not Reno-Stead Ailport
o Other avatfablehelicopters
o Name of Helicopter Manager

3. The helicopter.tna;n ger. ot the pilot shall ensure the following minimum information
is obtained before liftoff on a fire rnission:'

o Location and name of incident patitude and Longitude if available)
o Cornmand tadio ftequency
. ICS gtound contact
o Call-up ftequency if diffetent ftom command frequency
. Air-to-afu ftequency if othet utcraft ate opetating

4. At TMFPD tequest, the WCSO personnel who particip ate in a response will attend
any TMEPD meetings to discuss the tesponse to the incident subject to said attendance
occwring duting such personnel's tegulat duties days and houts.

.E, Funding and Reimbursement:

L. As and fot advance funding fot the watlabtltty during a fire season of designated
!7CSO equipment and petsonnel at times constituting the \7CSO's designdted wotk
week and houts, TMFPD will ptovide advance furdiog to the WCSO as follows:

a. The TMFPD shall ptovide to the WCSO $65,000 vdthin 30 days of
accept^nce by all patties to this Agteement.
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The purpose of the advance funding by each of TMFPD is to ensure the
ability of each district to request a nflCSO heJicopter for wildland fue
monitodng andf ot suppression pusuaflt to the terms of this Agreement.
The advance funding shall be utilized at the disctetion of the !7CSO in its
sole and absolute discretion.

2. Reimbutsement fot FJightTime: TMFPD does not goaraLrrtee a maximum or
minimum numbet of flight hours that may be utilized for ttaining and the monitoring
and suppression of vrildland fires during the term of this Agreement, such usage being
subject to the natute and extent of such incident during the term of this Agteement.
When the zrcraft of the WCSO coveted by this Agreement are operating at the request
of a TMEPD, TMFPD is solely responsible to reimburse the WCSO as follows:

a. $1,190 per flight hout for the HH-1H Huey helicoptet. Flight time shall be
accrued and teimbused in tenths of an hout based upon a battery-activated
hour meter and shall include fuel.

b. $525 pet flight hour for the OH-58 helicopter. FJight time shall be accrued
and teimbused in tenths of an hour based upon a battery-activated hour
meter and shall include fueL

3. Petsonnel Sutcharges: Anytime a WCSO pilot is operating on behalf of TMFPD, or
is requested by TMFPD to be available for an irnmediate response or to be on standby,
outside of the \7CSO designated wotk week houts, TMFPD sh al,pay a surcharge.

^. A tequest to be available fot immediate response shall generate a sutchatge
of $100 pet hour ($152 pet hour on a holiday) to be paid to the !fCSO by
TMFPD. TMFPD shallpay $100 per hour of this surchatge. The remaining
quattet shall be paid by the \)fashoe County Ffue Supptession Budget.
Holidays will be defined in accordance with the Washoe County Deputies
Association contJact with the County.

b. lWhen WCSO personnel operate a:r:ctzft at the request of TMFPD, TMFPD
is solely tesponsible for the sutchatge of $100 pet hout ($152 pet hout on a
holiday). Holidays will be defined in accotdance with the ril/ashoe County
Deputies Association cofltlact with the County.

c. lWhen TMFPD request the WCSO to guarantee availability of a pilot at
times outside of the WCSO's designated work week hours (.e, "standby"
with a pager), TMFPD shall pay to the \7CSO a sutcharge of $9.25 pet hour
per person ($14.00 on a hoJiday). This suchatge is mandated in accotdance
with Washoe County Deputies Association conftactwith the !7CSO,
specifi.cally Yqhovt pay pet hout of "stand-by time." TMFPD must notiSr
the \X/CSO Aviation Unit managet 8 houts ptiot to the desited tecali period
to determine pilot avalabrltty and provide propff prior notice and ctew test
to the designated pilot. TMFPD shall p^yl/o of this surchatge. The remaining
quartet is to be paid by the l7ashoe County Fite Supptession Budget. \Mhen

said pilot is then requested fot immediate avatTabiltty, or requested to opetate
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urcraft, then this standby status is terminated alongwith this surcharge and
the suchatge tate in palagaph 3.F.3.b immediately above applies.

d. TMFPD may request a pilot toiespond outside of the nflCSO's designated
work week houts but without designating a pilot for standby; however the
WCSO will not guarantee a response in such event.

e. If a fuel truck is tequested by TMFPD to respond to a fi.re, the requesting
TMFPD is solely tesponsible fot and shall pay $37 per hour ($55 per hout on
a holiday) for the drivet. TMEPD shall pay - in addition - $1.00 per mile
ftom the Reno-Stead Ailpott to and from ary staging atea. Fot any training
activities provided to TMEPD in which the fuel truckis requested, the rates
in this patagraphapply. These rates include fue1.

f. If TMFPD is unable to ptovide a helicopter rn nager. and WCSO ptovides
one, TMFPD shall pay ff37 pet hout ($55 on a holiday) fot the heJicoptet
maflager.

g. The \)7CSO Aviation Unit Manager or his designee shall ptepate, duting each
month dwing the term of this Agteement when a teimbutsement is due, a
month-end invoice detailing services rendeted and the associated costs in
accordance urith this Agteement. A copy of. any backup documentation will
be provided to TMEPD when tequested of the X7CSO Finance Liaison
Offi.cet.

h. TMFPD shall remit to the $fCSO firil payment sdthh 30 days of teceipt of
the invoice, which payment sha1l be by a check made out to the'Washoe
County Shedffs Off,ce, RAVEN program.

4. ADMINISTRATION: TMEPD Chiefs and the \Washoe County Sheriff shall be
responsible fot the administtation of this Agreement. Each party to this Agteement teptesents to the
other that it has sufficient resources and/ot other agteements to pelform the covenants, terms and
conditions set-fotth heteundet. The terms of this Agteement rnay be modifi.ed only by written
agreement of the paties hereto.

5. EMPLOYMENT STATUS: The WCSO and TMFPD shail, during the entite term of this
Agteemen! be constued to be independent contJactors and nothing in this Agteement is intended
nor shall be construed to create an employer-employee telationship between employees of. any of the
paties heteto. Except as exptessly provided in this Agteernenq the WCSO shall be responsible fot
maflagement of and costs associated with the \)7CSO employees, and TMEPD shall be tesponsible
for management of and the costs associated \irith TMFPD employees.

6. ENTIRE AGREEMENT & SEVERABILITY: This Agteement contains a"ll of the
commitrnents and agteements of the paties. Otal and wdtten commitments not contained hetein
shall be of no force ot effect to altet 

^rLy 
term of this Agteement. If. any ptovision of this

Agteement is held to be illegal, invalid, or unenfotceable by a court of competent judsdiction, the
paties shall, if possible, agtee on a legal, valid, and enfotceable substitute ptovision that is as simjlat
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in effect to the deleted provision as possible. The remaining portion of the Agteernent not declated
il.gri, invalid, ot unenfotceable shall, tn any event, temain valid and effective for the term temaining
unless the provision found illegal, invalid, or unenfotceable goes to the essence of this Agreement.

7. NOTICE. All notices ot other cornmunications required or permitted to be given under
this Agteernent shall be in wdting and shall be deemed io hav. been duly given if delivered
petsona\ in hand, by telephonic facsimile with simultaneous tegula.t mail, ot mailed certified rnail,
teturn teceipt tequested, postage ptepaid on the date posted, and addtessed to the other pafiy at the
address set foth above.

8. INSPECTION & AUDIT.

A. Books andRccords.

Each patty agtees to keep and maintain undet generally accepted accounting principles
firll, true and complete tecotds, agteements, books, and documents as ate necessaty to
firily disclose to the other party, the State or United States Governmenq or their
authorized teptesentatives, upon audits ot reviews, suffi.cient information to determine
compliance with any applicable reguiations and statutes.

B. Inspection dvAudit.

Ezch patty agrees that the televant bools, tecotds (written, electtonic, computer telated
ot otherwise), inciuding but not limited to televant accounting procedures and practices
of the pmq,financialstatements and supporting documentalion, and documentation
telated to the work product shall be subject, at any reasonable dme, to inspection,
examination, teriew, audig and copylflg atany office ot location whete such tecords may
be found, with or without notice by the other party, the State Auditor, Employment
Security, the Departrnent of Administtation, Budget Division, the Nevada State Attorney
Generals Off,ce or its Ftaud Conttol Units, the State Legislative Auditor, and with
rcgard to zrty fedetal funding the relevant federal agency, the Comptollet General, the
General Accounting Offi.ce, the Off,ce of the Inspector Generaf ot

authodzed tepresentatives.

C. Period ofRetention.

All books, tecotds, tepotts, and statements relevant to this Agteement must be retained
by each patty f.or a minimum of thtee yeats and for five years if any federal funds are

used in this Agteement. The retendon period runs ftom the date of termination of this
Agteement. Retention time shall be extended when an audit is scheduled or in progress
for a period teasonably necessary to complete an audit andf or to complete any
administrative and judiciai Jitigation which may ensue.

9. LIABILITY OF PARTICIPATING AGENCIES

A. To the extent limited in accotdance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41..039, eachPafiy agrees

to indemnify, hold harmless and defend the other Party,its officets, employees and
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agents ftorn and against all liability, clairns, acd.ons, damages, losses, and expenses,

including but not lirnited to reasonable attorneys' fees and costs, atising out of any

alleged negligent or vzillfirl act or. omissions of the Prtty, its officets, employees and
agents atising out of the petformance of this Agteement. Each Patty may assett all
avatlable defenses, including but not limited to the defense of sovereign immr:nity as

appropriate in all cases. Each party's obligation for actions sounding in tot is limited in
accordance with the ptovisions of NRS 47.035.

B. Each patticipating Patty shall be tesponsible for, and the othet Patty shall have no
obligations with tespect to the following:

1.. l7ithholding income taxes, FICA or. any othet taxes ot fees

2. Industrial insutance
3. Participation in any group insutance plans available to employees

4. Patticipation ot contribution by either the employing agency ot the
patticipating agencies to the Public Employees Reti.tement System

5. Accumulation of vacalion leave or sick leave

6. Unemploymeflt cornpensation coverage ptovided by the patticipating agencies

C. INDEMNIFiCATION. Pwsuant to Nevada Revised Statutes, Chaptet 4T,andwithout
waiving any provisions thereo{ the Paties heteto agtee to hold harmless, indemni& *d
defend each other ftom and against any and all losses, liabilities or expenses of. any
nature tesulting from any claim for ioirry to the petson or property of anothet as a result
of any negligen! reckless or intentional act on the part of theit tespective employees,

agents or sefyants. Neither Party waives any dght ot defense to indemnification thatmay
exist in law or equity. The employing agency's employees, agents, ot reptesentatives shall
not be considered employees, agents ot tepresentadves of othet paticipating agencies.

Each uiill assert the defense of soveteign immunity as apptopdate in all cases. Each
Pa.rty's obligation for actions sounding in tott is limited jn accotdance with the
ptovisions of NRS 41.035.

D. To the extent limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41..039-patticrpating
agencies shail indemni!, and hold other patticipating agencies hatmless for damage, ot
from liability for damages, resultjng from the use of anothet agencies' equipment or
vehicle while acting in offi.cial capacity in firthetance of this agteement to inciude
darnages arising ftom mechztical or othet defects with the equipment ot vehicles. Each
agerlcy will asseft the defense of sovereign immunity as apptopriate in all cases. Each
agency's obligation for actions soirnding in tort is limited in accordance with the
provisions of NRS 41,.035.

10. WORKERS' COMPENSATION. For the limited puq)ose of the exclusive remedy set

foth in NRS 616A.020, alTparties shall be deemed to employ jointJy a petson who is an employee of
either party ard sustains an injury by accident or occupad.onal disease while patticipating in the
matter for which assistance was requested. However, for the purpose of ptoviding insutance
benefits pursuant to NRS 616A though NRS 616D and NRS 617 eachpafy shaii ptovide such

benefits to its own employees at its own expense. The paries waive any indemniflcation ptovision
with respect to such industriai injuries ot occupational diseases.
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17. GOVERNING LAWr JURISDICTION. This Ageement and the rights and obligations
of the parties heteto shall be governed by, and construed according to, the laws of the State of
Nevada. The paties consent to the jurisdiction of the SecondJudicial District Cout of the State of
Nevada for intelpretation and enforcement of this Agteement.

12. ASSIGNMENT. Neither party shall assign, ttansfet ot delegate any dghts, obJigations or
duties undet this Agteement without the prior written consent of the other party.

73. FUNDING-OUT CLAUSE: TMFPD teasonably believes that funds can be obtained
suffi.cieutly to make all payments dudng the term of this Agreement. If TMFPD does not allocate
funds to continue the function performed by the nflCSO undet this Agreement, this Agteement shall
be terminated when apptoptiated funds expire, without penalty, chatge or sancdon to TMHPD.

IN WITNESS THEREOF, the paties heteto have approved this Agteement and have caused this
Agteement to be executed by theit tespective officets on the date next to the signatures.
